^our papers eerved more then a newa function during the Shaw 
trial* I believe that by their extensive coverage, especially by the 
generous apace devoted to the verbatim tranacript, you served a vital 
national function, one that will be important in history* 

Only if you read other papers, ee I did, could you know how 
little of the actual trj^l wag elosewbere reported* Without your papers 
I would not have had tha slightest idee whet was going on* Paraonally, I 
am In your debt for it* 

There is no doubt in my mind what the verdict will be* In any 
event, for numerous and complicated reasons, Ss X believe I told you, I 
never did expect conviction to be sustained* For most, we will for some 
time be too close to events to evaluate their aignlfloance* While I ex- 
pect acquittel, 1 think tha faudulent official explanation of the Prosl- 
don Vs murder will not survive It* 

Before the trial I was told Garr leones office w:^uld not have the 
Hmda to obtain transcripts of the testimony* Some of them are important to 
me* I wonder if, under proper safeguards, ml^^it borrow some of them? If 
you are reluctant to leave them out of your pooaesslon, could you possibly 
Xerox some for mo? My major interest is In Colonel Flnck’e testimony (there 
la no doubt at all that ho coimittod perjury)* ^ have already published two 
very limited editions in the three-part study I em making of the autopsy* 

Whet A1 Oser adduced is, I believe, most Important for the ultimate unravelling 
and establiahment of truth* Secondarily, my current Interest Is in tho 
appearances of Frazier and ^hanayfelt* Xf you could lend mo those, ualng 
inaured mall, Ixwould copy than and return them the game way* 

Should you .over decide not to keep those tronacrlpte, I would very 
much like to have themn, for several years ego a foundation eoked for my files 
to ha partlo^Jopa noaoi^eyadsoonTnQijDrpuhhvowJhtp* again, Parhope there may be some 
questions X might answer, or come things I know that might interest you*
